Ledger.)—A 
treaty for the purchase of the Danish 
West Indies by the United States has 
been negotiated between the Govern- 
ments of Denmark and the United 
States, and in the near future is to be 
submitted to the Senate of: thre. United 
States and to the two houses of the 
Danish Parliament for oval, ac- 


cording to information given -to your 
correspondent today in Copenhagen by 
the highest official authority. 

If the treaty is ratified as it starids, in 
“project” form, today, the United. 
States will pay for the islands $25,000, - 
000, arid in addition will relinquish to 

_ Denmark the rights of the United States: 
4m Greenland. Greenland. is a Danish 
Possession, and the rights ‘vhich the 
United States will abandon afe merely 
rights of discovery, the’scope of which 
is ill-defined. 

The United States will obtain from 
Denmark frill possession of the Islands 
of St. Thomas, St) John, and St. Croix, 
or Santa Cruz, as it is better known. 
These islands lie about fifty miles off 
the east coast of Porto Rico. They are 
142 square miles in area and support a 
population .of 27;000 pefsons. Nearly all

It is stated further that the people of 
the islands are much in favor of the 
transfer to the United States, and that 
the treaty is so framed that they are 
not called on to surrender Danish alle- 
glance; they. may remain Danes in fact 
and ‘in name white enjoying whatever 
advantages in a commercial way may 
result from a transfef of the islands to 
_the United States. : 

It is stated that formal delivery of 
the territory and property ceded shall be 
made immediately after the payment by 
the United States of $25,000,000.

Situation Has “Has “Got on His 
Nerves”—Protest to 
be Strong. 


MORAL RIGHTS INVADED 


Government to Hold That the 
Violation Cannot Be Tolerated, 
Reserving the Legal Issues.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—Within the 
next day or two, probably following a 
meeting of the Cabinet tomorrow, the 
Government will make a protest to Great 
Britain with respect to the blacklisting 
of American trade firms that will leave 
no doubt that the Administration views 
the action of the British Government 
with concern, The. protest is expected 
to deny flatly the right of Great Britain 
to blacklist American firms in a way 
that, according to the Administration’s 
contention, amounts to a worldwide boy- 
cott, ; 

While the program to be adopted by 
the United States has -not been fully 
Outlined, it is the understanding that 
the prelimimary action of the State De- 
partment will be a protest based on the 
ground that the blacklist is a violation 
of moral right and not to be tolerated 
by this Government. For the present 
the Government is not likely to go into 
an argument that the legal rights of 
American citizens have been infringed. 
The legal aspects of the issue involved 
will be taken up later. 

President Wilson has taken a deep in- 
terest in the matter. He told caliers to- 
day that the British blacklist ‘“‘ had got 


on his nervea,"" which meant that he ‘was 


irritated .ovér the British attitude and 

disposed to let Great Britain understand 

that he thought she had gone too far. 
Hoke Smith Optimistic. 

Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia, who 
discussed the blacklist incidentally with 
the President during a call at the White 
House on other business, said afterward 
that he thought the matter would be 
adjusted soon by the withdrawal or 
the modification of the blacklist. This 
optimistic view of the Georgia Senator 
does not coincide with that of some offi- 
cials. Generally in official circles sur- 
prise is expressed that the British Gov- 
ernment published its blacklist of Amer- 
fcan firms at this time, when causes 
of irritation between Great Britain and 
the United States had been overcome. 
The differences between the two Gov- 
ernments over the -interference with 
American trade through the enforce- 
|}ment of the British blockade were in 
|process of amicable negotiation and 
other questions, that at various periods 
had assumed an embarrassing aspect 
were in a state of quiescence. In add- 
tion, there was a prospect of a re- 
newal:of German submarine activity, 
and that circumstance alone, in the 
opinion of observers here, should have 
deterred Great Britain from taking ac- 
tion that would be bound to cause irri- 
tation against Great Britain in the 
United States. 

Unofficialjy the British Government 
has been mace aware of the surprise 
and irritation of the Wilson Admisistra- 
tion over the publication of the black- 
list. The unofficial negotiations begun 
last week have had to do nominally 
with the effort of this Government to 
| induce Great Britain to remove from 
|the blacklist the names of American 
firms which have presented. evidence 
that they were unjustly accused of 
dealing with Germany. But incidentally 
the British Government has been ap- 
prised of the feeling in Washington that 
a diplomatic blunder has been commit- 
ted by the British authorities in direct- 
ing the publication of the blacklist at 
this time. 

Nothing has come to light to indicate 
that the British Government has been 
impressed by these unofficial represen- 
tations, and the Administration is pro- 
ceeding on the theory that it might as 
well make a formal protest that will 
cause Great Britain to realize that the 
blacklist situation is not viewed lightly 
by the United States.

PRUDENTIAL AGENTS 
BEGIN THEIR STRIKE 


Company Refuses to Meet 
the Committee. 


6,000- IN THE MOVEMENT 


Leaders Say They Will All Jolin in 
the Fight—Many Offices 
Affected. 


The threatened strike of agents of the 
Prudential Insurance Company, which 
had been talked of ever since the recent 
organization of the Insurance Men's 
International Protective Association, Was 
called yesterday morning, after the com- 
pany had declined to discuss the dis- 
charge on Saturday of fifty agents and 
refused to reinstate them. 

Officials of the new association said 
2,000 agents had quit work yesterday in 
this city, Jersey City, Bayonne, and 
Newark, and: predicted that the whole 
membership of 6,000 would join the strike 
by today. The company issued a state- 
ment that of 760 men in the metropolitan 
field, 422 had reported for work, but 
that if all had quit the compary. would 
still be able to conduct its business and 
protect its policyholders. 

The trouble which came to a head yes- 
terday had been brewing for weeks, and 
on Saturday the company set it boiling 
afresh by notifying fifty men, all promi- 
nent in the general organization and in 
the lecal branches, that their services 
would not be needed after yesterday. 
Harry Lumpkin, President of the men’s 
association, asked Edward D. Duffield, 
solicitor general of the company, to de- 
lay action for a week. Mr. Duffield de- 
clined. 

The agents considered the matter at 
their convention in Philadelphia on 
Saturday and Sunday and voted to send 
a delegation to Mr. Duffield for a con- 
ference. Lumpkin, with Andrew Innes 
and H. M. ‘Billeter, the latter from 
Philadelphia, accordingly called at the 
home offices of the Prudential in New- 
ark at noon yesterday. Mr. Duffield 
was “‘too busy” to see them, and they 
so reported to some 800 or 1,000 agents 
who had gathered in Bryant Hall here 
to hear the result of the conference. 


Agents Voted to Strike. 


The men voted unanimously to quit 
work and delegates were sent at once 
to varfous branch offices to suggest 
concerted action there. Agents drifted 
in and out of the hall all through the 
day or sat singing songs and telling 
stories of adventures in the field. The 
offices were busy sending telegrams 
to branches of the association in other 
cities, and there were cheers when an- 
nouncements were made of the receipt 
from Providence,’ Buffalo, and Phila- 
delphia, as well as smaller cities, of 
telegram indorsing the movement and 
promising the support of local agents. 

Fifty-two of the fifty-seven agents 
employed in Bayonne struck inimediate- 
ly on receipt of word from Manhattan. 
In Jersey ie = ag Fag, -four more joined 
the strikers. ven in Newark a dozen 
turned in ‘their collection books,

FRANCE, July 24, (via London. )—What 
the official bulletins call a curtain of 
fire today hid the ruins of Posiéres, 
where the Australians had yesterday es- 
tablished themsélves on one side of the 
main: street, with the Germans.on ‘the 
other. Unremittingly the German guns 
kept a curtain there, with burst after 
burst of shrapnel, raining bullets and 
high explosives, their black bursts 
churning the earth. : 

On the other side of the massed ré- 
mains of that village, which is precious 
high ground, the British guns placed the 
sameé kind of a curtain, as if:serving the 
same kind of a notice that no one might 
pass the barr of death and join in the 
struggle of the combatants surrounded 
by an infernal ring.

Rush Through the Dark Took

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
THE FIELD, July 23.—Heavy fighting 
began in the early hours of this morn- 
ing ‘along all the line from’ Posiéres to 
Delville’ Wood .and southward from 
Trones. Wood in the direction-of Guilie- 
mont. Many battalions took part in this 
assault belonging..to.English, Scottish, 
Australian, and New Zealand regiments,

Onc 
slept a bit, but always awoke to. the 
scream of shells passing overhead and 
the crash of some damnab] thing near- 
by and the noise of the ms every- 
‘where.

There was a distance of something like 
550. yards between the Australfan line 
and front trench of the German network 
of trenches across the Bapaume Ruad, 
which runs diagonally through.

Leopotd Zimmermann Chosen to 
Represent Firms Under Ban. 


Leopold .Zimmermann of the Wall 
Street banking house of Zimmermann & 
Forshay, which firm is ‘on the British 
trade blacklist, is to be the Permanent 
Chairman. of the organization effected 
last week by more than fifty firms and 
individuals who are under the trade ban 
of Great Britain, From this time on, it 
Was said yesterday, M. Zimmermann, 
who will be assisted by an Advisory 
Committee yet to be appointed, will di- 
rect the efforts of the firms and individ- 
uals to carry on their trade despite the 
British boycott, and to have the black- 
list nullified so far as it affects the trade 


activities of American citizens, 

Mr. Zimmermann spent several hours 
ptr ra afternoon mn conference with 

aurice B. Blumenthal, legal adviser of 
the organization of blacklisted firms. It 
was. announced after the conference that 
scores of letters and telegrams from 
prominent pesone in all parts of the 
country had been reteived offering their 
support in the muvement against the 
enforcement of the blacklist. Affidavits, 
it was said, were being made by varicus 
corporations, firms, and individuals who 
are on the biacklist, in which they 
say under oath how the blacklist has 
operated against them for months past. 
in some instances for a period of nearly 
two years. ‘ 

At the close of the conference the fol- 
lowing.statement.was issued by Mr, Zim- 
mermann and Mr. Blumenthal: 

“We dre making haste slowly because 
the great importance and far-reaching 
effect of the coritroversy between the 
two countries require that the A 
side be presented deliberately and with- 
ont erent or clamor, 

“In attempting to justify its conduct 
England has declared through its chief 
of the Department of Foreign Trade as 
follows: , A 

“*The test applied before putting a 
firm domiciled in America on the statu- 
tory’ list is this: ‘Is that firm by: its 
business operations strengthening our 
enemies? If so, then British firms may 
not support it.”’ . 

“ This test reflects an attitude’that is 


(1) unlawful. (2). inconsistent, and (38) 
absurd. 

**One other conténtion made in at- 
tempted justification is an alleged prece- 
dent in our own history. When law and 
logic fail, precedents are frequently re- 
sorted to in presenting a fense of 
* guilt but excusable. 
precedent is the proclamation of Presi- 
dent Lincoln on Aug. 16, 1861, during the 
rebellion, that ‘all commercial] inter- 
course between the States in insurrec- 
tion and citizens of other States through 
ethe ports ofithe United States Is unlaw- 
ful and will:remain unlawfal until such 
insurrection shall cease.’ 

“ That this so-called precedent has no 
application to the present case will be 
apparent to the most casual observer 
when he recalls that the Lincoln proc- 
lamation was one by the President of 
the United States affecting two classes 
of its own citizens, one of which was 
in rebellion ainst the Government; 
while the proclamation of England has 
to do with the United States, a foreign 
country, and with United States citi- 
zens, over whom she has absolutely no 
authority, power, or jurisdiction. 


‘The other so-called preosdent is the 
act of Congress of Ma , 1868, author- 
izing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
refuse clearance of. ships where their 
c , ‘ whatever the ostensible desti- 
nation, were intended for points or 
places in the possession or under the 
control of insurrectionists against the 
United States.’ The difference between 
that case and this is obvious because 
there was an express and frank inhibi- 
tion by our own Government against 
the shipment of merchandise to re- 
bellious «itizens of eur own country.

WASHINGTON, July. 24,—The Senate 
changed its policy today in its treatment 
of the Army Appropriation bill; it called 
a halt on ner reduction of items and 
voted BL increases, Incidentally 
Senator Chamberlain, Chairman of the 
Military Committee, administered a re- 
buke to Senator Norris for the imputa- 
tion of certain motives. 

Im previous debate Senators inclined 
to criticise the policy of preparedness 
also showed a disposition to haze Sena-~- 
tor du Pont in connection with powder 
contracts, and now and then take a hit 
at Senator Brandegee and other New 

England Senators in whose States are 
located large ammunition factories. To- 
be 4 Senator Norris undertook such & 

ticisam and called attention to what 
he termed a violent inoqgnaruiy in the 
Army. bill as amended by the Senate 
Military Committee. 

Senator Norris pointed out that the 
item of $5,000,000 authorized by the 
House for the manufacture of rifles in 
the Government armory at Spr ingticld, 
Maes., had been cut in two by the Sen- 
ate Committee, while one provision for 
machine guns had been increased from 


$3,600,000 to $7,725,000. He said it looked 


as if the committee were willing to 
withhold money from the Government 
shops and let it go with a loose hand 
where private concerns were interested. 

Senator Chamberlain explained that 
there were on hand rifles enough for 
two or three times the number of men 
re in the military service, while, ow- 

to. the war in Europe, it had not 
bean possible to obtain a sufficient num~ 
ber of machine guns. Taking up the 
charge that the majority in the Senate 
and in the Military Committee were 
trying to. aid the munitions factories, 
Senator Chamberlain said: 

“TIT am tired of hearing the charge 
that the Senate and the Military Af- 
fairs Committee are standing in with 
the munitions factories. I am willing to 
measure my patriotism and my honesty 
with the ag reer ey and honesty of any 
man in t Senate. The only man on 
the Military Affairs Committee who 
has ever bee interested in the mana- 
facture of munitions declined to vote 
and went out of the room whenever 
such questions came up. And yet these 
charges are made against not only me 
but also against the committee. They 
are not made openly; they are mere 
suggestions of dishonesty. 

‘I think it. comes with very poor 
grace from a Senator to make such 
suggestions from the floor of the Sen- 
ate. If the Senator knows of dishon- 
esty on the part of any member here 
let him put his hand on that member's 
shoulder, and I will be just as glad as 
ne to take that member out of the Sen- 
ate and hold him up to the scorn and 
hatred of the American veople.”’ 

Senator Norris denied that he ever 
had impugned the motives of Senator 
“hamberlain, but insisted that aopro- 
priations for purchases were in every 
case greater in the bill than those ‘er 
Government manufactures.

8. Jay Kaufman's New Sketch Made 
Up of Bright Dialogue. 


It must have been the name of Arnold 
Daly on the billboards in front of the 
Palace Theatre that packed its huge 
auditorium to still more intense degrees 
of suffocation yesterday afternoon, for 
the day Was undeniably uncomfortable 
and there were no other particular nov- 
elties announced. Certainly when Mr. 
Daly finally appeared toward the end 
of an amusing bill the applause indi- 
cated that this was true, and Mr. Daly 
accepted it as one who had expected 
much but had received more. 

The title of the sketch, ‘' Kisses,’’ in 
conjunction with the great name, may 
heve had something to do with it.

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STORMED BY BRITS 


Frederick H. Allen, Here. from 
Front, Watched Battle 
Raging for 12 Hours. 


WAS UNDER FIRE HIMSELF 
Prisoners Amazed at Efficiency of 
Kitchener’s Troops, Whom They 
Mistook for Veterans. 


Frederick H. Allen, a retired New York 
lawyer, who returned yesterday’ from 
France on the liner Lafayette with his 
wife and three daughters, is the first 
eyewitness to reach this country of the 
big offensive movement of the Allies 
along the western front which com- 
menced on July 1. 

Through his long friendship with Prem- 
dent cour eathaa Premier Briand Mr, 
Allen said he a special permit to 
go to the battle front and stood on a 
trench from 2 in the morning until 2 
o'clock in the afternoon watching the 
British bombardment followed by the in- 
fantry attack on the town of Contalmai- 
son on July 6. Two months previously 
Mr. Allen was an eyewitness of the 
fighting at Verdun which he descr:bed as 
not being so interesting because it was 
all on the defensive, while the fighting 
on Anglo-French front was offensive on 
the part of the Allies. 

“At 2 A. M. on July 6,’"" Mr. Allen 
went on to say, “‘I took up a position on 
top of a trench in the front of the British 
lines, and ebout a mile and a half from 
the town of Contalmaison, which was 
held by the.Germans. Besides Frederick 
Palmer, the war correspondent, and 
Colonel Reppington of The London 
Times, there was an observation officer 
holding a telephone in his hand connected 


with the battery of artillery to tell where 
the shells fell on the German side. 

‘* A few minutes later the guns began 
to boom and the artillery poured a con- 
tinuous stell fire on Contaimaison which 
did not slacken for one instant until 8 
o'clock, and made the earth tremble 
with its violonce. I shall never forget 
the sight of the dark sky illuminated by 
the bursting shells, r lights, flares, 
and searchlights used by the engineers 
to looate the — of the enemy’s 
batteries. British aeroplanes were flit- 
ting overhead, but were invisible to the 
sree except when the aviator dropped a 
light bomb as a guide to the gunners 
down below. As daylight broke the 
lights began to vanish and the battle 
front was seen in al! its grim array along 
the ten-mile front between Thiepval and 
Montauban. 

** About this time the Germans began 
to take an interest in our little group 
ana started to fire shells at the trenca 
on which we stood. Eight big shelis 
came one after another, getting gradu- 
ally nearer until the last one fell below 
us within about fifty fards. 

** Personally I began to feel very un- 
easy as to what would happen next, 
and neither Mr. Palmer nor Colonel 
Reppington looked exactly comfortable. 
The observation officer appeared to 
grasp what was passing in our minds 
and told us calmly to roll down the 
other side of the trench if we saw 
another shell coming, as it might drop 
too near our position to be pleasant. 
He was a nice young officer and seemed 
to know the shells and where they 
hago © just as if ag - A were neswaies

8:30 the British infantry charged 
u “he hill to capture Contalmaison 
while their artillery fired over their 
heads and the German gunners turned 
on a curtain fire to prevent the second 
and third lines advancing. The whole 
norama of the battle was spread out 
Sefore our eyes and Wag a most spec- 
tacular sight, full of movement on 
every .side—horses dashing up at full 
gallop with fresh field pieces ready for 
action, carts filled with ammunition, 
and in the distance the motor ambu- 
lances waiting to carry away the 
wounded. 

** As the smoke lifted we could see the 
lines of soldiers like waves crossing the 
open ground and note them falling under 
the fire of the German machine guns. 
At one part of the attack the right and 
left flanks of the British could be seen 
advancing on the town, while the centre 
had disappeared from view. »This was 
due to the German curtain of fire, and 
when the smoke cleared men could be 
seen falling back on the hill as if the 
British centre had been repulsed ana 
was in retreat. It proved later that the 
men we saw returning down the hill 
were German prisoners, who had been 
assed through the lines to the rear. 
Ps ke tG one of them afterwards, an 
off cer of the Prussian Guard, who 
asked me what troops they had been 
fighting against,. When I told him it 
was Kitchener’s army he _ expressed 
great surprise, and said he though it 
bn hose Old Guard by the way the men 
‘ought 

‘*Tt was curious to watch the waves 
on the battle line as they would charge 
and be. repulsed, charge and be re- 
ulsed again, until the attack ceased 
For the day on Contalmaison. 

“ Afterwards the fighting continued 
in Mametz Woods, where tree after tre¢ 
was mowed down by the artillery fire 
from the British guns, until 2 P. M., 
when it ceased. Next morning the Ger- 
mans were driven out of Contalmaison 
and the town was captured by the 
British. 

**On July 8 I visited Thiepval and saw 
the trenches which had been captured 
from the Germars.: Many of thom -vere 
very strongly constructed, but they had 
been torn to pieces by the heavy shells 
of the Allies. The odor from some of 
the lower trenches where the bodies 
had not been removed made it very un- 
pleasant, but the soldiers were at work 
clearing them out very rapidly. I was 
informed that when the Br tish, infantry 
stormed Thiepval they ‘rushed the 
trenches so Sry that they did nox 
atop to clear out the other ones where 
a number of-German soldiers were hid- 
ing. As a vesult the Germans came out 
of the lower trenches with their ma- 
chine guns and attacked the British 
troops from the rear until they [the 
Germans] were either killed or disabled | —— 
an ne remnant of the survivors sur- 


re 

ane. British aerial service was very 
good at Thiepval, where I saw dozens of 
their machines. in the air in addition 
to twelve captive balloons. Near Mon- 
tauvan I saw one of the aeroplanes 
brought down o7 German shrapnel, 
which hit the machine in several places. 
First the planes kept it steady for a 
few minutes, then the gasoline tank 
caught fire and the aeroplane shot to 
the ground ‘one blazing mass with the 
aviato *s peinevatee among its débris.’”’

Both Dr. Brown and Mr. Minder said 
the utmost care was being observed to 
reduce exposure of foodstuffs on the 
counters to a minimum, and standhold- 
ers, who keep meats where flies can 
reach them longer than is absolutely 
necessary, will be given immediate at- 
tention Le the authorities. 

The Health Department has increased 
its vigilance in all city markets and the 
officials hope that their efforts in 
Washington Market will lead to discov- 
eries of still more efficient methods of 
eliminating the files.

“ September State,” 
presreshes importance to the Republic- 
ans. There they must get the first 
omen of the élection. Colonel Hatz, 
one of the innumerable multitude of 
“original Hughes men,” is suré that 
Mr. Hucues will not neglect him 
and the first fruits of the campaign. 
Massachusetts with its Progressive in- 
surrectos may well ery for his aid. 
In Connecticut and New Jersey, with 
New York, he must maintain a home 
mission. In the Middle West and rr 
West, which now especially yearn for 
his services, where shall he begin end 
how leave off? 

If he is to preach Americanism, ho 
has plenty of Republicans who stand 
in need of conversion. He will find 
them in Ohio and Indiana. In Wis- 
consin both factions of Republicans, 
the followers of Governor PHIPP 
and the followers of Senator La 
FotueTre, are tainted with _ em- 
bargoism and proper subjects: for de- 
hyphenization. Republican Michigan, 
s0 lately Mr. Forp’s Michigan, ‘needs 
sorely a homily on preparedness. At 
Chicago Mr. Hucugs can find in 
Senator SHERMAN and Representative 
MANN two choice specimens of Mr. 
Hvueues’s party in _ Congress, the 
party that, denounces Mr. WILSON’s 
“weakness"’ and “ vacillation” and 
then refuses to uphold his vigorous 
maintenance of American rights. In 
Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, the 
Dakotas, he will show his sturdy 
Americanism, will he not, by trounc- 
ing the unfaithful Republican Repre- 
sentatives and Senators, the men who 
have made the Republican Party the 
party of surrender, of cowardice, of 
truckling ‘to alien sympathies? And 
so, on to the Pacific, we wish him a 
prosperous progress in the work of 
awakening a proper sense of con- 
trition in his own party, which has 
other and more sinister divisions in it 
than the feud of 1912, and a record 
which Mr, Hucues, if he still retains 
the judicial temperament, cannot 
overlook. He is for Americanism. 
Let him make his party American. 

In North Dakota, by the way, aside 
from the regrettable case of Senator 
McCuMBER, whose ré-election Mr. 
HuG#Es, as an ardent and a genuine 
American, must be presumed to op- 
pose, he will find a new and parlous 
kind of Republicanism. The so-called 
Non-Partisan League, an organiza- 
lion of farmers, has nominated all 
the candidates on the Republican 
State ticket. The glories of the 
Farmers’ Alliance, the great days of 
Populism, have dawned for North 
Dakota Republicanism. It seems to 
be a Socialist party: “A peculiar 
condition,” as Mr. McCumBER says. 

Peculiar conditions all along the 
line await the amiable gentleman 
who begins his pilgrimage in August. 
He needs to make a great many 
speeches, a great many kinds of 
speeches; or wouldn't it be safer to 
threw his whole soul into the notifica- 
tion speech, and let it go at that?

WATERSHED PROTECTION. 

The effort to create an Appalachian 
-National Forest Reserve began in the 
South in 1899. The necessity of pre- 
serving forests at the headwaters of 
navigable streams, the injury wrought 
along the mountain sides by fires and 
injudicious or reckless timber - cut- 
ting, were impressed upon the public. 
Various forestry associations and com- 
mercial bodies, realizing the vital 
economic value of forests, strove in- 
telligently and persistently for the 
project. The Weeks act, put on the 
statute book in 1911, appropriated 
$11,000,000 for the purpose; $8,000,000 
of this sum has been spent to buy 
8,051,000 acres in the White Mountain 
region, mainly in New Hampshire, but 
including also some 22,000 acres in 
Maine, and 1,100,000 acres have been 
bought in six Southern States. All 
the acquired areas are on important 
watersheds. 

Of the original appropriation of $11,-

THIS TWO-BILLION-DOLLAR PORT. 

For three successive years the for- 
. | ign trade of New York in merchandise 
has hovered around two billion dollars, 
with imports and exports each con- 
tributing about one-half. The imports 
were above the billion-dollar line in 
1913 and 1914, but fell to $976,837,421 
for the fiscal year’ 1915. The exports 
passed the billion-dollar mark for the 
first time jn the year 1915. No figures 
for other ports -aré available for so 
late as 1915, but it is known that all 
the incidents of that year were favor- 
able to New York in comparison with

Within a decade New York has es- 
tablished its world primacy by normal 
steps, and is a shining mark at which 
all shafts of competition are aimed. 
These figures are notable chiefly be- 
cause of the round amounts, a senti- 
mental benchmark in economics. The 
world’s greatest and perhaps most 
significant growth of commerce is 
Japan's. Its commerce had multiplied 
seven-fold and more some time ago. 
It may be that in this economic annus 
mirabilis Japan’s commerce will show 
a tenfold increase within a score of 
years, largely because the United 
States has diverted the trade of the 
Pacific Ocean to the island empire by 
statute, 

Pride goeth before a fall, and it is 
notable that these figures aré pub- 
lished just as an attack is planned by 
New Jersey to divert té itself the com- 
merce which inclines to the hither side 
of the harbor. If the trade went to 
New Jersey it would not leave the port 
of New York, for the port of New 
York includes New Jersey's trade as 
well as New York’s. But if New Jersey 
should carry its point for a differential 
against New York it might soon claim 
@ geographical separation as well as a 
rate separation. That New York is 
more for the nation than for itself, 
and to its detriment, appears from the 
alterations of the nation’s trade cur- 
rents without New York’s opposition. 
While New York has been gaining in 
volume of trade it has been losing in 
its proportion of the nation’s trade. 
Even in the very favorable year just 
closed its proportion of the nation’s 
import trade was only 58 per cent., a 
gain of 3 per cent. in a single year. 
Back in the eighties New York was 
aiming at 70 per cent, and never fell 
below the 60 per cent. line until 1906. 
Of the national export trade New 
York’s share in 1915 was 48 per cent., 
a gain for the year of 7 per cent. New 
York first gained that percentage of 
exports in 1889, and has never since re- 
peated that record. -But in 1889 48 per 
cent. was a loss from over 50 per cent., 
which was attained as long ago as 
1870. 

It appears, therefore, that it is neces- 
sary for New York to modify its 
admiration of its two-billion-dollar 
achievement. It marks retrogression 
in. national] proportion as surely as it 
marks international primacy. New 
York's loss has been the gain of the 
outports, with New York's acquies- 
cence, or rather ineffectual opposition, 
to the system which has built up other 
sections of the country at New York’s 
expense. If railway rates are to be 
fixed on the basis which New Jersey is 
pressing, New York’s retrogression will 
be increased. On the other hand, if 
railway rates should be fixed on a 
basis of theoretical equity, trade could 
hardly be kept from gravitating to 
New York as now it drifts away from 
it. The system of “ differentials ”’ 
was established in order to end rall- 
way rate wars, rather than in any 
battle between ports. 

When railways cut rates to the ports 
which they favored, there were results 
which prostrated trade as well as rail- 
ways. Accordingly the ailways es- 
tablished a system by which rates were 
regulated with some reference to the 
attractions of the ports respectively, 
those less attractive to trade being 
allowed to increase their attractions 
by lower rates. That was a heinous 
combination in restraint of trade, to 
New York’s loss. It is a sort of pool- 
ing and distribution of total trade 
among those contending for it. The 
Supreme Court a ®eneration ago con- 
demned jt, In decisions which first ap- 
plied the anti-trust law to railways, to 
the surprise of everybody. Yet the 
differentials have survived, although 
it would take a volume to explhin how 
the railways and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission became virtually 
joint conspirators against the Supreme 
Court’s interpretation of the law. In 
short, it may be said that the life of 
Aj the law is not logic but experience. 
The proof was overwhelming that, 
everything considered, the differential 
practice was more reasonable than the 
statute, or than anything which the 
Interstate Commerce Commission could 
substitute for it. Now New Jersey is 
attacking that system for reasons 
apart from the common good, and 
there are those of influence supporting 
New Jersey, it must bé supposed be-| 
cause they are stronger on logic than 
on history and comimon sense in trade,

Morals tor’s purposes, it must 
be confessed—report of 
and Taste. @ sermon preached in 
this city on Sunday by President Fitcu 
of Andover Theological Seminary, that 
eminent teacher is quoted as having said 
that a play presenting life truly is a 
moral play, even though it may outrage 
every canon of good taste. Whether 
Presidet Fircm said just this or not, 
somebody might have said it, and, by the 
saying, would have raised a question 
certainly a esd and possibly im- 
portant. 

The stahendeas as it stands seems to 
need, as the basis of argument and _ dis- 
cussion, if not @ lot of qualifications, at 
least a preliminary agreement as to the 
exact meaning of the words “ moral” 
and “* taste ''—definitions that would dif- 
ferentiate them much more clearly and 
widely than does common usage. The 
law, for instance, in censoring plays, 
makes no pretense of insisting that they 
shall exemplify good taste. Indeed, the 
law explicitly denies any obligation to 
do that, and yet, even in this very free 
country and in these very tolerant days, 
it has suppressed, without exciting any 
general or effectual protest, plays the 
severest critics of which admitted that 
they presented certain phases of life 
with accuracy. 

The defenders of these plays did ve- 
hemently insist that because of their ac- 
curacy they taught a “ moral lesson,” 
and, therefore, were themselves moral, 
hut the plea was held insufficient, in 
court and .out. That there is much, if 
any, distinction between morals and real- 
ly good taste, or even between morals 
and really good manners, is made dubi- 
table by the fact that all three seem to 


}be, and always to have been, in a state 


of constant change, and innumerable ex- 
amples could be givén by anybody who 
has read Sumner’s ‘“ Folkways” or 
Frassr’s “Golden Bough” of acts au- 
thoritatively pronounced right in one 
time and place and as authoritatively 
pronounced wrong in other times and 
places. 

Nothing could be easter to recall—or 
few more difficult to mention—than many 
acts which, while quite true to life, 
would have, as histrionic presentations, 
an effect on modst spectators that by 
fairly common consent would be called 
demoralizing. And that is, or seems to 
be, something more and worse than out- 
raging the canons of good taste.

Probably we were all from the start 
more or less partial to one side or the 
other, and were convinced by less of 
evidence,-and by less disinterested evi- 
dence, than would have been required 
by a really impartial arbiter. Tous, 
neutrality seems to be a formal and of- 
ficial thing—a mere alternative to bel- 
ligerency equally formal and official.

Btewart Paton says the pacifist is a man 
who oannot face facts, There are a few 
facts which will. inevitably make a .man a 
pacifist if he aces them squarely. They 
aré: First, that the building up of arma- 
‘ments; which has been tried by European 
nations for many years, hag neither prevent- 
ed war nor proved an “Insurance” against 
it. Second, that no nation can make itself 
“so strong that it will not bé Attacked "’ 
since all nations are engaged in just this 
endless competition. Third, that war is 
brought on by definite forces that can be 
controlled and is in no sense tnewtable. 
Fourth, that the process of sending hundreds 
of thousands of young men out to kill one 
another cannot ‘possibly advance.any cause, 
and, fifth, that anarchy among individuals 
in the use of force has been gradually con- 
trolled and law substituted, and that the 
whole tendency of civilization. is coward thd 
centralising of force. . 

From these facta the pacifist draws his 
conclusions. .

* St. Louis is on the great Mississippi 
River and ie the metropolis of the Miss- 
issippi Valley, the most productive sec- 
tion of our country, if not of the world. 
The city has a population of about 1,- 
000,000. It was founded by a French- 
man named Pierre Laclede in 1763, after 
journeying up the river from the Gulf 
of Mexico, a distance of about 1,000 
miles. It is almost the geographical 
centre of the United States and also 
the centre of population of our country. 
It is a very large manufacturing and 
distributing point, with ample banking 
facilities, and is approached by twenty- 
three railroads running through every. 
section of the very fertile country sur- 
rounding the city. It has cheap fuel 
in abundance, as there are immense 
deposits of coal within twenty _ miles, 
or thirty verste. It has an inexhaust- 
ible supply of pure water, which is sold 
to manufacturers at very low rates. St. 
Louis .is also famed for its excellent 
public s¢hools of all grades. Its school 
buildings have been used as models by 
other cities in America and elsewhere. 
It is also a beautiful residential city. 
Almost every residence has a yard 
eurrounding it and most of the resi- 
dences are owned by. those who occupy 
them. 

“In 1904 Bt. Louis had the greatest 
international exposition, or exhibition, 
ever held. It was participated in by 
all European countries except Russia, 
which first accepted the invitation and 
had begun to erect its buildings on the 
grounds and had shipped its exhibits, 
when the Japanese war began and Rus- 
sia withdrew from participation and 
cabled the management, of which I was 
the President, that it could not make 
an exhibit of its products because the 
money appropriated therefor had been 
diverted to the use of the Russian Red 
Cross in the Japanese war. There were 
many exhibits, however, at the exhibi- 
tion, of Russia’s beautiful manufactured 
products and of her superb works of 
art.”

I¢ Mr. Adams will visit Jefferson Market, 
which is owned by the city, he will see a 
very effective means of ridding a market 
of files. The fly-traps which were installed 
in Jefferson Market last Summer by a civic 
organization are catching flies in such quan- 
tities that if the doors and windows were 
screened we feel sure that we should have a 
flyless market. But not only are our doors 
ané@ windows screenless, but since last Springs 
we have had neither doors nor windows, only 
openings where we hope that they may some 
y be placed. Jefferson Market is situ- 
ated on a very.windy and dusty corner, and 
it is appalling to think of the dirt and in- 
sects that have free access to the market day 
and night. In the Weekly Bulletin of the 
Health Pepartment, published yesterday, on 
“How to Guerd Against Infantile Paraly- 
sis," we read: ‘“‘ Never allow dry sweeping; 
screen your windows against filles; do not 
allow milk or other food to be exposed where 
files may alight upon it.’ If it is necessary 
to take these precautions against dust and 
flies in the home, surely similar precautions 
should be taken in places where food is 
stored and sold.

THE SHARK’S APPETITE. 


His Taste for Human Flesh Attrib- 
uted to the Recent Naval Disasters. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: : 

The theory that the German U-boat war 
on commerce is directly responsible for the 
prevalence of sharks in the North Atlantic 
strikes me as far more plausible than that 
of a fancied shifting of the Gulf Stream. 
Since Feb. 18, 1915, when the war-zone de- 
cree went into effect, several hundred mer- 
chant ships, neutral as well as belligerent, 
have been sunk by U-boats and by floating 
mines sowed in many cases in the open sea 
by unarmed U-boats -of the Deutschland 
type. A month ago a British Admiralty re- 
port was published: estimating the loss of 
life among non-combatants at 3,000, includ- 
ing some 500 fishermen, This estimate covers 
the. Lusitania, Falaba, Gulflight, Armenian, 
Arabic, and-Sussex. I do not know whether 
it includes the Norwegian, Swedish, Danish, 
Dutch, and Spanish merchantmen and Bel- 
gian relief ships. In legitimate warfare nu- 
merous war vessels and transports have 
been sunk, with an attendant loss of many 
thousands of lives. In the naval battle of 
Jutland some 5,000 English and probably 
4,000 Germans were drowned. In this way 
thousands of men, women, and children have. 
been fed to the sharks in the North Sea 
and around the British Isles in . the \Jast 
two years, and hundreds of bodies of soldiers 
have probably been carried to the sea by 
the Rivers Yser, Scheldt, Marne, and Meuse. 
In addition to human bodies, thousands of 
tons of American meats and foodstuffs, as 
also horses from transports, have/ supplied 
shark bait, (instead of being confiscated and 
later paid for, as is the English method.) 

The presence of enormous quantities of 
food has undoubtedly attract countleas 
sharks. to the North Atlantic. A steamer 
which arrived last week from Bergen, Nor- 
way, reported passing dozens of floating 
bodies wearing life-preservers, and also sight- 
ing sharks in great schools. Some of these 
floating bodies may have come from the 
sixty-nine vessels which the Germans claim 
to have sunk last: month. The suggestion 
that the man-eaters on the Jersey Coast may 
have followed. steamers, or even U-boats, 
from the war gone here seems to find 
some confirmation in the statement of A. T. 
Nichols, Assistant Curator of Recent Fishes 

at the American Museum of Natural History, 
that the seven-and-a-half-foot shark taken 
eff South Amboy on July 14> and said to 
have contained human remains, waa a young 
white shark of the species Carcharodon car- 
charias, which attains @ length of forty to 
fifty feet, and of whose previous capture 
within fifty miles of New York City there 
is no record at the museum.

OPPOSED TO EARLY. RACING. 


Captain Cassatt Admires Couste’s 
System of Horse-Raising. 


Captain Edward B. Cassatt, who is 
one of the youngest members of the 
Jockey Club, and who races horses from 
his own Chesterbrook Farm «in Pennsyl- 
vania exclusively, has some interesting 
ideas on horse breeding. He is one of 
the progressives in the ranks of that or- 
ganization and was responsible for the 
introduction of the rule restricting the 
racing of two-year-olds, which brought 
about so much discussion at the time of 
its consideration and adoption. 

The owner of Flying Fairy, Trial-by- 
Jury, and a number of other good. cam- 
paigners is interested particularly in the 
production of the proper type of horse, 
not only for racing, but for remount. and 
saddle uses. Having lived much abroad, 
he is familiar with the workings of such 
institutions as Saumur, the great cav- 
alry school in France. He is an ardent 
admirer of Colonel Henri Cousté, who is 
connected with this institution. Colonel 
Cousté is the author of an exhaustive 
treatise decrying the decadent effects of 
sprinting and early racing. He holds 
these evils responsible for the changing 
conformation of the thoroughbred. 

When asked by a reporter for Tue 
New York Times what type of thorough- 
bred Colonel Cousté favored most, Cap- 
tain Cassatt said: 

** Horsemen will note with interest that 
Colonel Cousté is fond of a type of 
stayer, as represented by the French 
sires Mortemer and Rayon d'Or, both 
of which gained homes in the United 
States after brilliant victories abroad, 
the former being tmported at a cost of 
20,000 by Pierre Lorillard, who had him 
for many years in the stud at Rancocas, 
N. J., while Congressman W. L. Scott 
paid $30,000 for Rayon d’Or and kept 


him at his Erie, Penn., establishment. 
Both of these horses were phenomenally 
successful and their descendants have 
won many of our classics. Wanda, a 
daughter of Mortemer, is a maternal 
ancestor of the late H. B. Duryea’s Eng- 
lish Derby winner Durbar. 

‘*There is very little of Mortemer’s 
blood in-the male line active’ today. 
Rancocas, for many bg in the stud in 
Texas, was one of the last of his sons; 
but there is a grandson of the celebrated 
stayer, Booger Red, owned by Allan 
Pinkerton, who has him at his Bay Shore 
place on Long Island. Booger Red is 
one of the speediest horses of his inches 
in the world, and he is making a great 
record as a sire of polo ponies. 

‘August Belmont owns more of the 
blood of Rayon d'Or than any other 
breeder in America, and, taking Colgpnel 
Cousté’s opinion on blood and conforma- 
tion, it is not difficult to understand the 
popularity enjoyed by Octagon, a son 
of Rayon d’Or, donated by the Chair- 
man of the Jockey Club to the United 
States Government. The records at 
Front Royal, Va., where Octagon is lo- 
cated, indicate that he is the most p- 
ular horse at that station. Don de ’ 
another ‘son, is at F iping Rock doing 
service for the breeding bureau of the 
Jockey Club, and there are weanlings 
by him in‘that district which cannot be 
surpassed. The breeders of the Genesee 
Valley have a grandson of Rayon d@’Or 
in Merry Task, a son of Octagon, and 
Mrs. Herbert Wadsworth is giving him 
some of her best mares, as well .as 
those of the Genesee Valley Breeders’ 
Association, of which which she » is the head.”

of Orange Affects Many . 
Small. Depapitirs. 


NO FIGURES ARE AVAILABLE} 


Failure Laid to Overcertification 
of Deposits— Churches and 
Unions Among Depositors. 


The Mutual Trust Company Scot- 
land Street and Highland Aven in the 
valley section of Orange, N.. J. Was 
closed yesterday by State Banking and 
Insurance Commissioner George F. La 
Monte after an ‘examination of the books 
by ‘Bank Examiners James Thorne and 
Horace Biddle. No figures were made 
public upon which to base an estimate 
of the shortage. 

It. was said on ‘good authority the 
trouble was due to the overcertification 
of deposits, and arrests were to be ex- 
pected at any time. Mr. La Monte would 
only say: 

‘*Under an act of law the Banking 
Commissioner has the right to order any 
bank to cease operating if he thinks it is 
being improperly conducted, insolvent, 
or for any other reason. I ordered the 
Mutual Trust Company of Orange closed, 
and I. am not in @ position at present to 
give any definite Statement other than 
this,’’ 

The bank had been known as a 
“poor man’s" institution. Among the 
depositors were hundreds of persons 
from the valley section. Many were 
foreigners who work in the bat fac- 
tories. It was expetted there would be, 
a demonstration when the news spread 
and every precaution was taken by the 
police to guard against a disturbance. 

Much of the money is in small sums 
and represents the life savings of de- 
positors. Some of the money belongs 
to the Patrolmen’s Mutual Benefit As- 
sociation and represents the accumula- 
tions of that organization for pension 
purposes for years. 

The State Examiners had been going 
over the books for about a week. Sun- 
day the Directors learned for the first 
time something was wrong.

TOMATO PRODUCTS’ TESTS. 


Must Be Met Before imports of 
\ Them Will Be Admitted. 


The Secretary of Agriculture has 
asked the Treasury Department to as- 
sist in giving publicity to the ge err 
under which the Department Agri- 
culture will recommend exclusion of 
shipments of tomato products. The 
order ig intended to inform importers 
of the tests which are to be applied in 
determining whether tomato products 
are adulterated within the meaning of 
the Federal Food and Drugs act, and 
therefore liable to be refused admission 
under the. provisions of Section 2 of 
that act. 

The Bureau of Chemistry, the notice 
said, had instructed“the chiefs of its 
inspectian districts to notify importers 
that the department will recommend 
the exclusion from this country of all 
shipments of tomato products offered 
for entry on and after Sept. 1 next, if 
the tomato products, upon examination 
under the conditions prescribed in Bu- 
reau of Chemistry circular 68, are found 
to contain yeasts and » or bac- 
teria, or. mold filaments in excess of 
specified limits.

this factor has not been discounted; but 
that is not a predeterminable fact. 

Wars news is proceeding favorably to 
the market, but the offensives against 
Germany have in no quarter up to this 
time assumed. proportions which in 
themselves assure the collapse of the 
German defense or the early termina- 
tion of the war. The great offensive is 
so far a slow-moving body. Of the cost 
of such movements aside from the 
frightful human cust, we have a re- 
minder in the figures laid before Par- 
liament by Prémier Asquith in asking 
1 for a new credit of $2,250,000,000. The 
daily cost, which was referred to in Par- 
NMament last week as having risen to 
$30,000,000, seems still to be running at 
about $25,000,000. The larger figure in- 
cluded ordinary Government expendi- 
tures, and also, among other things, 
outlays in England for the purchase of 
American securities, through which 
credits will be established here either 
by the sale of the securities or by their 
pledge in loans.

The Profit on Interest. 

Brokers are doing much less business 
than before the weather turned murky. 
An unusually large number of the floor 
traders have gone away, and partners 
and employes in the commission houses 
are vacationizing in numbers exception- 
ally large, even for the regular vaca- 
tion season. But, while customers are 
not trading actively and the books show 
fewer charges of the $25 for the round 
turn in 100 shares, the books show 
better profits in interest chargés than 
in the midsummer of 1915. Active ac- 
counts are much fewer, but names on 
the books are much more numerous 
and the great majority of customers 
carry stocks long held on margin and 
contribute handsomely to the profits on 
the interest. ‘‘ Give me the profits on 
the interest,’’ said a partner in one of 
the large houses yesterday, “‘and the 
other partners can have the commis- 
sions.’

Undertone at _the Close Is Very 
Steady, with Shorts Plainly Nerv- 
‘ous—No Scarcity In Europe. 


Fear of damage from continued rains- 
in the Eastern belt was responsible for 
a higher range of prices in cotton yes- 
terday, with the market closing at a net 
gain of 12 ‘to 17 points.. The July op-

July and in August are beneficial rather 
than detrimental to cotton. Under nor- 
mal circumstances the only harm that 
is done arises from making the pldnt 
too sappy to resist hot dry weather, 
and maturity also is delayed. From the 
point of view of Summer moisture, 
however, the present season is some- 
what -extraordinary. . Rains have been 
almost continuous for a’ long period, 
and downpours reported Sunday and 
yesterday have put the fields in such a 
water-logged condition that numerous 
complaints were received yesterday. 

Rains’ ranging from small amounts 
up to four inches were reported from 
the Carolinas, Georgia and Alabama. 
New Orleans wired: ‘Large short in- 
terest accumulating here. Expect sharp 
advance. when truth about Atlan- 
tics becomes known.”’ Atlanta wired: 
“Damage reports coming from all over 
Eastern belt include grass, weevil, bot- 
tom branches turning yellow, lack of 
fruit and growth. Lgte cotton reported 
hopeless in many sections."" The recip- 
jent of the latter message sent the 
following reply to Atlanta: “No 
dearth of damage reports, but why 
does not the Eastern belt send up buy- 
ing ordess?’’ 

With the present unfavorable condi- 
tions in the Eastern belt it is feared 
that the Government crop condition re- 
port which will be made up out of re- 
plies to be sent in today will reflect 
unfavorable opinion of conditions over 
a wide area. This report will ‘be pub- 
lished on Tuesday Aug. 1. 

There is evidently no scarcity of cot- 
ton in Europe compsazed with normal 
times. Students of statistics may be 
somewhat surprised to learn that omit- 
ting Hamburg and Bremen, Germany’s 
two seaports, Europe's visible supply of 
cotton, including the amount afloat, is 
20 per cent. larger than it was two 
years ago with normal conditions pre- 
vailing.

Decrease in the number of new cases,
